Buck Opposes 

Naval Base 
Congressman Defends 
Mare Island Against 
Proposed Oakland Depot 


WASHINGTON. (\P—Rep. Frank 
Buck, D.. Cal., today told the house 
naval affairs committee, conducting 
hearings on a bill to construct a 
naval supply depot at Oakland, that 
“such a base there is not necessary 
to meet the peace-time needs of the 
navy.” 

“Peace-time needs of the fleet 
have been met successfully by the 
supply departments at Mare Island 
and Bremerton and the naval sup- 
ply department at San Diego,” he 
said. He contended that Mare Island 
could be more fully developed at a 
much lower cost. 

“Mare Island can be operated 
more economically,” he said, “and 
is a more strategic supply depot 
than any other point in the bay for 
peace-time operation. There is no 
justification for spending $6,500,000, 
as approved in this bill, to build the 
depot at Oakland.” 

He suggested any differences in 
railroad rates in favor of the Oak- 
land site might be eliminated if 
Mare Island could obtain “terminal 
rates.”

Cotton is the fluffy white fibre 
which coyers the seeds of the cot- 
ton boll.
